Akwpobt, Ky. May 
1 4 — T h e Scott 
Jackson case went to the jury at 10 
o'clock this morning. 
Before retiring 
the judge's typewritten 
instructions, 
bloody clothes, letters and other arti 
des that were shown in evidence were 
placed in their hands. 


At 12:05 the jury returned to thé 
court room with a verdict. 
Amid a 
deathlike stillness the foreman handed 
the verdict to the clerk, who read as 
follows: 


"We, the jury, find the defendant, 
Scott Jackson, guilty of murder in the 
first degree and fix his penalty at 
death." 


The judge had previously announced 
that no demonstration of approval cr 
disapproval by spectators would be per- 
mitted. Dei u ties were placed through- 
out tlie room with instructions to bring 
before the court any person disobeying 
this instruction, to be punished fcr 
contempt. 


Consequently the verdict was heard 
with eilence. 
But immediately upon 
the adjournment of court, the specta- 
tors rushed to the jurors and shook 
their hands heartily. 
They also shook 
each other by the hand, showing a 
hearty approval,of the verdict of the 
jury. 
Jackson himself 
received his 
doom with no manifestation of emo- 
tion except ashen paleness of the face. 
None of his relatives were present. 
The aged father of Pearl Brj an and 
her brother, Fred Bryan, were present 
when the verdict was rendered. 
The 
usual motion for a new trial was made 
and then Jackson was taken away to 
jail. He had been surrouded by a half 
dczen or more officers when the jury 
came in, and went out under their pro- 
tection, although there was no demon- 
stration to indicate a necessity for so 
much care. 


The general impression is that the 
verdict is right. 


In anticipation of trouble in the 
event of a disagreement or of acquittal, 
the commonwealth bad arranged for a 
special train to transfer Walling, as 
well as Jackson to the state peniten- 
tiary at Frankfort. 
This train was in 
waiting until noon and no one knew 
anything of it except the officers and 
railway officials. In a long interview 
Jackson 
admits 
his surprise 
over 
the 
verdict 
and 
claims that 
he 
had 
proven 
an 
alibi. 
He 
still 
maintains his innocence and says that 
Walling killed Pearl 
Bryan. 
The 
prisoner is greatly depressed over the 
verdict and in his interview could not 
suppress his despondent feeling. 
Wal- 
ling has also been interviewed since 
the verdict and expresses his satisfacv 
tion. 
He still maintains that Scott 
Jackson killed the girl and in his in- 
terview repeated tbe statement that 
Jackson deserved hanging.

AN AFFECTING SCENE. 


FittiDgr Tribute to Two Worthy 
Men. 


The General Conference Proposes the 
Itetireinent of BiNbops Bow- 
man and Foster. 


Interest Centers in the Action Taken 
in the aicKlnley Blacklist- 
ing Matter. 


Elected by the A. SI. E. Cieneral Confer- 
ence. 


Wilmington, N. C., May 14.—William 
B. Derrick, of New York City; James 
H. Armstrong, of Washington, D. C., 
and James G. Embrey, of Philadelphia, 
were elected bishops at 
yesterday's 
session of the general conference of the 
African Methodist Episcopal church. 
Bishop Henry M. Turner, the senior 
bishop of the church, presided during 
the election. 
The contest was close 
and interesting. 
Over a dozen candi- 
dates were voted ior. 
Rev. W. D. Der- 
rick has served the church for the past 
seven years as secretary of missions. 
Dr. Armstrong was elected four years 
ago to the office of financial secretary, 
while Dr. Embrey has served as man- 
ager of the book concern and publica- 
tion house for twelve years.

Washington, May 14 —The supreme 
council of the American Protective 
Association continued today to deal 
with routine matters of no interest to 
others than members of the order. 
Many resolutions were introduced at 
today's session and were referred to 
various committees for consideration. 
The council has not decided whether 
to give to the press an abstract of 
Pre&ideut Trainer's annual message, 
which is reported to be a very epicy 
document. 
Although the interest of 
the delegates is centered upon the 
policy to be pursued by the A. P. A. in 
the coming presidential campaign it is 
exceedingly difficult to secure 
any 
correct account of' the factions and 
under currents at work in the council, 
on account of the strict secrecy which 
is being observed. 


There is a large faction urging the 
council to refiain from participation in 
the presidential campaign, unless some 
candidate particularly obnoxious to the 
A. P. A. be nominated, and to confinf> 
the society's activity to municipal and 
s>:ate politics.

Clkteland, O., May 14.—Today's ses- 
sion of the M. E. general conference 
was marked by the largest attendance 
of the session, both of delegates and 
spectators. 
The boxes were all filled 
and the seats reserved for the general 
public were all occupied. 


Instead of taking up the regular 
order of business the call of the com- 
mittee was resumed where 
it was 
left off yesterday. 
When the commit- 
tee on temporal economy was called. 
Secretary Monroe asked for a suspen- 
sion of the rules, whereby a resolution, 
which contemplated a change of the 
discipline, could be acted upon without 
being in the possession of the confer- 
ence for one day and without being 
printed in the Daily Advocate. 


The report of the committee on mis- 
sions to increase the contingent fund 
125,000 to $50,000 was adopted. 
The 
committee also recommended a Hing 
Hus mission in China. 
It was adopted. 


The report of the committee on edu- 
cation, which excuses students from 
taking the conference examinations in 
those branches in which they have 
passed 
satisfactory examinations in 
some Methodist school, was adopted 
unanimously. 


The committee on church extension 
made a report against the extension of 
work in foreign lands. 


Great interest was manifested for the 
outcome of the committee on episco- 
pacy. 
Dr. 
Buckley, the chairman, 
made the report upon three distinct 
subjects. 
He read the report of tbe 
committee. 
It stated that in the opin- 
ion of the committee, Bishops Bowman 
and Foster are too old to stand the 
strain of the duties, and recommended 
their retirement at the end of this 
conference as con-effective. 
In the 
list of Bishops returned as effective 
were all other bishops with the excep- 
tion of Bishop Taylor, and his name 
waf not 
mentioned. 
A 
generous 
appropriation was urged for. them, and 
the respect felt for them was fully set 
forth. As soon as the report was read 
Bishop Foster advanced. 
The entire 
audience arose and received him with 
the 
greatest 
applause. 
In 
the 
midst of a most impressive silence the 
low tones of Bishop Foster's voice were 
heard. He said he simply had a request 
to make. 
He knew the question was 
one of great delicacy and he begged to 
be permitted to retire. 
Cries of "No, 
no," came from all parts of the hall, 
and Bishop Foster extended his arms, 
saying, "Please, please." 
It was a most 
pathetic scene. 
Biehop Foster spoke 
for a few moments, and the conference, 
by a rising vote, granted him his re- 
quest. 
Bishop 
Bowman 
said 
he 
would 
make 
the 
same 
request, 
as 
he 
had just 
learned 
for the 
first time in his life that he was not 
effective. A call was made for a few 
remarks from him, but he declined to 
say anything and the two white-haired 
fathers left the hall. 
Bishop Foster's 
speech was touching in the extreme 
and he left everything in the hands of 
the conference. 


The first part of the report was 
adopted. 
Then Dr. Buckley read the 
second part, determining 
the 
non- 
effectiveness of Bishops Bowman and 
Foster. 
Dr. Buckley moved the adop- 
tion of the report and a hundred voices 
seconded the motion. 
Dr. George H. 
Bridgman. of Minnesota, offered a sub- 
stitute, which cited that Bishop Morris 
and Bishop Simpson be continued in 
the board of bishops, but relieved of 
their active duties. 
In support of his 
motion. Dr. Bridgeman said it was un- 
necessary <tnd unkind to take such ac- 
tion as was contemplated 
in 
the 
report 
of 
the 
committee. 
He 
eulogized Bishops Bowman and Foster 
and urged that they be 
permitted 
to round out their magnificent careers 
as effective members of the board. 
Rev. J. E. C. Sawyer spoke feelingly in 
favor of the substitute. 
He said the 
other members of the board could be 
trusted to give them little work or no 
work. 
The only object"^ in retiring 
them was to retrench and that was un 
necessary in the face of the immense 
membership. 
He closed with a strong 
appeal for the adoption of the substi- 
tute. 


The report stung Rev. Dr. John Lani- 
han, of Baltimore, who said the pro- 
ceedings of the episcopal committee 
had been unparalelled in the history 
of the church and he hoped it would 
never 
occur 
again. 
"The 
meet- 
ings have been secret, but they have 
called them executive and the name 
has been very appropriate in that the 
meetinga have been held for "execu- 
tion," he continued. 
"We say to the 
world that things are to be said that 
cannot be said in public and publiahed 
to tbe world? 
Why should anything 
be said of the§e noble men behind 
their backs?" 


Mr. Lanihan said he had been in- 
formed that things had been said which 
ctu'idnotbe said in public, and he 
called on Dr. Buckley to inform him if 
such was the case. 


Dr. Buckley refused to reply to any 
question and 
said 
he wcuid later 
answer the singular arraignment of the 
committee. 
The previous question was 
moved and Dr. Buckley then said that 
the refison secret seEsiots were held 
was in order that the bishops who are 
about to be retired might be interro- 
gated without 
the interference 
of 
"incompetent 
and 
unsympathetic" 
reporters. 
He made a strong sppeal 


for the report and said that the bishops 
had declined in the vital ioica of life 
until they had come to a point where 
it would be necessary for thom to retire. 
The appeal was dramatic and strong, 
but did not answer the questions of 
Dr. Lanihan. Dr. Ampwerter moved to 
lay the substitute on the table and it 
was almost unanimously done. 
The 
report was then adopted with but few 
dissenting votes. 
A recess of 
ten 
minutes was taken. 


Immediately after the recess Dr. 
Buckley read the report on a bishop 
of African descent 
The report first 
stated that in the selection of bishops 
there should be no discrimination by 
reason 
of color or nationality 
and 
recommended the election of a bishop 
of African descent as the present time 
was 
propitious 
for 
it 
After 
a 
stormy debate the aubatltute motion 
prevailed and the conference decided 
to elect two bishops. The conference 
then adjourned.

Twenty Bridges Washed Away by tlie 
IliKta Waters—Mucli Property 
destroyed. 


Senator Teller''s and Senator Woleott's 
Friends to Rnn Tbtngs or Bolt 
tbe ConTentlon. 


Pueblo, Col, May 14 —The delegates 
to the republican state convention, 
which will meet here this evening, are 
split up into several factions, and until 
some middle ground can be found upon 
which all will come together, there 
will be a bitter fight which may result 
in a bolt. 
While it is agreed that 
Senator Teller shall be elected 
by ac- 
clamation as the first 'delegate at large, 
the friends of Senator Wolcott, under 
the lead of J. F. Sanders and Henry 
Brady, threaten to bolt and send a 
contesting delegation to 
St. 
Louis 
should any stigma be cast upon the 
junior senator in the resolutions or 
otherwise. 
A strong section of the 
party insists that Wolcott shall be 
condemned and his resignation 
as 
senator demanded in consequence of 
his course regarding the silver issue 
and the Venezuelan question. 
The El 
Paso county (Colorado Springs) dele- 
gates and many also from 
Denver 
demand not only that there shall be no 
condemnation of Senator Wolcott, but 
that his name shall be coupled with 
that of Senator Teller and Representa- 
tive Shafroth in endorsement of their 
course in congress. 
In some quarters 
it is intimated that Senator 
Wolcott 
will not be contented with 
anything 
less than his election as delegate at 
large, but it is well understood 
that 
Senator Teller will not serve on any 
delegation of which his colleague in the 
senate is a member, since the latter has 
boldly announced his purpose to stand 
on the platform adopted at St. Louis 
even should it declare for a gold stand- 
ard. 


Delegates from forty-one of the forty- 
two counties in the state held a caucus 
this forenoon and agreed upon the fol- 
lowing, which will be incorporated in 
the 
platform and be 
undoubtedly 
adopted: 
' We hereby endorse the 
course of our representative member of 
the congress on the silver question and 
heartily endorse Hon. Henry M, Teller 
in his stand taken in the United States 
senate on the tariff in maintaining that 
no tariff legislation is passed by con- 
gress until silver is restored to its proper 
place in the currence of the country 
and there is free coinage of that metal 
at a ratio with gold of 16 to 1." 


The Wolcott men still threat to bolt. 
Should they do so, those who remain 
will adopt a jresolution demanding his 
resignation.

St. Paul, Minn., May 14—Reports 
indicate that perhaps $100,000 worth of 
property has been destroyed in West- 
ern Wisconsin by a great storm which 
raged last night. 
There were cloud 
bursts at Colfax and Bloomer and great 
damage done. 
At Itast twenty bridges 
are reported washed out in Western 
Wisconsin. 
The Wisconsin train from 
St. Paul, due to reach Chicago this 
morning, is tied up at Colfax, bridges 
being torn down on both sides of it. 
There are also several washouts and a 
couple of landslides. 
A mile east of 
the passenger train a freight train is 
caught between two washou ts and can 
move neither way. 
An attempt 
was 
made to run a special train to Colfax 
^rom Eau Claire, but it could not get 
through. 
Miles of track are under 
water. 
Reports from points sou th of 
Chippewa Falls say the storm was the 
worst ever known, and that the small 
streams are swollen to raging rivers. 
Nearly two inches of rain f e ^ n St. 
Paul. 


Chippswa Falls, Wis., May 21.—De- 
structive storms visited this section of 
the country last night, doing much 
damage in the country, especially along 
the track of the Wisconsin railroad 
west of this city, where 400 feet of track 
and four bridges have been washed out. 
At Bloomer, north of here, a cloud 
burst did much damage. 
The dam at 
that place is expected to go out, and if 
such is tbe case high water is expected 
in Duncan creek.

The court holds that being an 
adult the father was not entitled 
to 
damages for the death of his daughter, 
since he suffered no pecuniary loss 
from her death. He was not dependant 
upon her for support, no one else shared 
her earningG and therefore no one has 
sustained a loss on which the verdict 
of the jury could stand. 
The Indiana 
law is explicit in this respect, the court 
says, and therefore the jury erred in 
awarding damages to the plaintiff.

Chauncey M. Depew, who recently 
celebrated his sixty-thud 
birthday, 
gives utterance to a testimony which is 
full of encouragement to those persons 
who have passed beyond the boundary 
of middle life. The famous New Yorker 
finds that he is able now to do more 
work and better work than at any other 
time in his life, and with less worry and 
fatigue; that he is physically and men 
tally stronger at sixty-three than when 
he was much younger, and less liable to

which are caused by temporary de- 
rangements of the system. 


This is a highly reasonable and logi- 
cal statement.

gality of youth; the accumulating years 
bring to him a better understanding of 
his moral resources and disclose to him 
a wiser plan for their employment. 
The golden ifiuits of mental and moral 
discipline do not ripen until 
well 
beyond middle life. It is when they 
are fully developed that existence is 
the most desirable; it is then that the 
boon of life can be made most service 
able to the possessor end to the world 


The art of living is like everything 
else—it must be learned. 
And the 
man who applies himself to this chief 
lesson studiously and with a proper 
understanding of its tremendous sig- 
nificance will find that with the failure 
of those precious gifts which youth 
bestows come those Eubstantial com- 
pensations which cannot be earned 
save through the processes of toilsome 
experience. 
It is often said that men 
do not learn how to live until they are 
ready to die, but there is no knowledge 
pertaining to the great mystery of 
human life and death which is not 
profitable in the world that now is, 
even without reckoning upon the world 
which is to come.

WASHINGTON, May 14.—The senate 
committee on Indian affairs today con- 
sidered the house bill providing for 
free homesteads on public lands in 
Oklahoma for actual settlers, and after 
amending it so as to make it apply to 
all other states and territories, agreed 
to report it with a favorable recom- 
mendation. 
As amended the bill ap- 
plies the homestead laws to all lands 
which have been acquired from Indian 
tribes in the public land states and is 
of very general importance. 
The bill 
also carries a provision suspending the 
land laws in the territory hitherto 
known as Greer county, Texss. 


The committee also agreed to a favor 
able report on the senate bill defining 
the rights of mixed blood Indians. 
The bill declares all persons who have 
Indian blood and who have maintained 
tribal relations with any tribe of In- 
dians to be Indians and entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of full blood 
Indians.

Antidote to Socialism. 
A curious bill is before the British 
parliament in reference to the manage- 
ment of the South Metropolitan Gas 
company of Loiwlori. The gas company 
itself .prepareil the bill and asked parlia- 
ment to pass it. 
It is a bill providing 
for the appoiutmcut cf .some of the com- 
pany's employees under ecrtain condi- 
tions to membership in the board of di- 
rectors. Thus we have the odd .spectacle 
of a corporation a.skii:g that its workmen 
bo permitted to serve as its managers. 


As matters are now it is coming to bo 
seen that employers must behold in 
their workmen either v\-hat a certain 
writer call.q a "hostile camp" or busi- 
ness partuer.s. The London gas company 
found that the gas workers' trade union 
was carrying all before it. To off.set this 
the company offered to its nonunion 
workmen shorter hours and increased 
pay. 
Still the union grew. 
Then the 
company proposed to the workmen to 
become shiu'eholders iu the coini^any. 
Tho union v,-orlaucu rejected the pro- 
posal ; the nonunion ones accepted it. 
Tho proposition was iu brief that the 
men should have a certain per cent of 
tho company's earnings as their own 
profit. Besides tliiit the company agree 
to tijio charge of tho men's savings and 
pay 4 per cent interest. 


The sclicmc prospered .so vrell that the 
gas workers' uuitoi was in time broken, 
and every man in tho company's em- 
ploy is rapidly becoming a shareholder 
The employees now hold 2,500 of the 
profit .«hares. All seoni satisfied, and 
there has not been a strike since the sys- 
tem vcas iu;iu;;araled. The v,-orkiuen are 
rapidly gaining? in both mcuiey and in- 
fluence.

WASHINGTON, May 14 —The senate 


committee on Indian affairs today con- 
sidered the house bill providing for 
free homesteads on public lands in 
Oklahoma for actual settlers, and after 
amending it so as to make it apply to 
all other states and territories, agreed 
to report it with a favorable recom- 
mendation. As amended the bill ap 
plies the homestead laws to all lands 
which have been acquired from Indian 
tfibes in the public land states and is 
of very general impDrtance. The bill 
also carries K provision suspending the 
land laws ia the territory hitherto 
known as Greer county, Texss. 


The committee also agreed to a favor- 


able report on the senate bill defining 
the rights cf mixed blood Indians. 
The bill declares all persons who have 
Indian blood and who have maintained 
tribal relations with any tribe of In- 
dians to be Indians and entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of full blood 
Indians.

AHhongh 
supplied with money, he thought to 
save^the price of tbe railway ticket by 
beating his way on a freight and when 
the local from the north wag passing 
tbe depot he endeavored to climb 
upon one of the cars. 
Mining his 


hold, he fell to the side of tbe tracks, 
where one of the journal boxes struck 
him and turned him over so that both 
legs went under the wheels -and four- 
teen or fifteen can passed over the 
limbs, cutting the 
right 
one off 


above the knee >nd tbe left one off 
below the 
knee. 
Tbe right arm 


waa also crushed into a pulp from tbe 
elbow to the shoulder and two bad 
wounds extended across the 'crown ot 
the head. 


Although literally ground to pieces, 


the poor fellow retained • consciousness 
and evidently did not realize that he 
was bcdly hurt, for he said to the men 
who K bed to his rescue: "Full me 
out quick, before the wheels catoh 
me." 
Then he told them his name 


and place of residence. 
The ambu- 


lance was called and Kienglewes taken 
to Hope hospital, where Dts OJecrge C. 
Stemen and H. U. Buemlicg attended 
him. So severe were the injuries that 
from the first the surgeons had no hopes 
of saving the poor fellow's life, but they 
did all they could for him, until 8:30 
o'clock, when he breathed his last. A

The 
remains were ordered 


taken to Peltier's undertaking estab 
lishment, where they were prepared for 
burial and at neon today were sent to 
Convoy, where they will be interred to- 
morrow.
